WASHINGTON, Nov. IO.—Labor leaders predicted 
today that international officers of the United Mine 
Workers of America meeting at Indianapolis would not 
call off the strike as directed by Federal Judge Ander-; 
son, whatever the legal consequences might be. 
One of the spokesmen of the miners’ organization! 
said he doubted if Acting President Lewis and his asso-i 
dates had the power to comply with the court’s man-; 
date. 
_ 
“The strike was ordered by a delegate convention in 
the event the operators refused to grant our demands,”! 
the spokesman said, “and Lewis merely carried out in­ 
structions in ordering the strike. It must be called off 
bv the convention.” 
Frank Morrison, secretary of the American Federa-l 
tion of Labor, would not add anything to the state­ 
ments last night of the executive council supporting the 
striking miners and demanding that the government 
withdraw the injunction proceedings. 
The Federation secretary had been asked for a state­ 
ment in view, of the opinion in some quarters that the 
pronouncement of organized labor was a notice to the 
striking miners to stand pat 
“There is nothing to add,” Morrison replied. “That 
question has already been asked a number of times to­ 
day and if you want an answer you will have to as­ 
semble the council.” 


Federation Endorses. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. IO.—The American Federa­ 
tion of Labor stood before the country today as an un­ 
qualified indorser of the strike of soft coal miners, bit­ 
terly opposed to the actions of the Government in pre­ 
tending to end the strike through an injunction, which 
action is characterized as “so autocratic as to stagger 
the human mind.” 
Indorsement of the strike was announced last night 
in a statement issued by the executive council of the 
Federation which pledged to the strikers to give “in­ 
dorsement to the man engaged in this momentous strug­ 
gle.”The use of the Lever Act, under which the court 
proceedings were instituted, were severely condemned, 
as “an injustice to all liberty-loving Americans.”

It has beei^said that three-fourths 
or nine-tenths, or some such big pro­ 
portion—the exact figures do not mat­ 
ter—of the business of the world Is 
done on credit. If this was not true 
there wouldn’t be much business done 
for no currency system could be de­ 
vised that would furnish enough money 
!to meet the needs of commerce if ev­ 
ery article sold had to he paid for in 
actual cash. The amount of money in 
circulation in the United States is only 
$47 per capita and this would not go 
very far lf everyone had to keep 
enough cash on hand to pay for all 
that he might buy. 
The greatest of financiers need cred­ 
it. They keep their resources employ­ 
ed and at times are In need of ready 
;cash. The same thing Is true at times 
of men of smaller means. The credit 
system, as It Is used sometimes, espe­ 
cially In the smaller communities, is 
abused and works a serious hardship 
Upon the business men of the town. 
Some merchants, to avoid the loss that 
results from such abuse of the system 
or possibly to enable them to sell 
goods at a lower price than their com­ 
petitors, operate strictly on a cash ba­ 
sis, but the great majority of mer­ 
chants In every community give those 
customers who are responsible and 
honest the privilege of a charge ac­ 
count and the chances are that some 
sort of a credit system, properly safe­ 
guarded, will always continue to be a 
feature of legitimate trade. 
Ask Catalogue House for Credit. 
You who have a reputation In your 
community for being at least fairly re­ 
sponsible and upright know that when 
you desire it or need It you can obtain 
credit from at least some of the mer­ 
chants In your town. But some time 
when you are in need of some article 
of merchandise and are a little short 
of ready money, order what you want 
from a mall order house In Chicago or 
sojpe other city and ask them to please 
charge it till the first of the month. 
The experiment will be interesting, at 
least, and the answer that you receive 
mny cause yon to give a little thought 
to the difference between trading with 
the mall order house In some far-off 
city and buying from the merchants In 
your own home town. 
Some mall order concerns are now 
operating a so-called credit system, but 
It is not a credit system such as is 
maintained by most retail merchants. 
These mall order houses will scil cer­ 
tain merchandise on the Installment 
plan. hut they not only demand an

operates as a mortgage not only on the 
merchandise purchased, but upon any 
otlv'r property thnt the customer may 
possess. There Is nothing in this 
system that bears any similarity to tho 
open credit system that is used by 
the majority of retail merchants. 
There are some other requests you 
might make of the mail order man 
when the occasion arises ami the re* 
sponses might be equally interesting. 
For Instance, you, Mrs. Farmer, who 
bought that box of groceries from the 
catalogue house last month, might 
write the manager and ask him to buy 
your butter and eggs. 
Of course, it 
would be considerable more trouble to 
pack them for shipment to the city 
than It is to take them in to ypur lo­ 
cal grocer, who is always ready to 
pay you the market price for them, but 
then maybe the mall order man would 
pay you enough more than the market 
price to pay you for the extra trouble. 
And then again, maybe he wouldn't 
And, then, there Is that mowing 
machine that you, Mr. Farmer, have 
been figuring on trading in for a new 
machine. 
Suppose you write to the 
mall order man from whom you bought 
that wire fencing and ask him what 
he will allow you for your old machine 
on a trade for a new one. Of course, 
the local hardware dealer In the town 
where yqp find a market for your farm 
products will allow you a fair price 
for your old machine, but what’s the 
use of asking him to do It. The mall 
order man surely will be glad to. do 
that much for you, will he not? Yes, 
he will not. 
List la Endless. 
There are a good mnny things the 
mail order plan will not do for yon. 
The list would be too long to crowd 
into one issue of a newspaper. 
He 
will not give you credit, however 
much you may need IL He will not 
buy the farmer'* produce, He will not 
pay a dollar of taxes to help support 
your schools or build your roads. He 
will not contribute a cent, to the sup­ 
port of your churches or your chart ta 
hie Institutions. He will not lend you 
a helping hand in time of trouble. 
The local merchants In a community 
will do everything for the people In 
that community that the mall older 
man will not do for them. This fact 
should make it easy for the people o 
the community to decide which It ll 
to their Interest to do business with 
Lot a Wont Ad got It for you.

BUENOS AIRES, Nov. IO.— The 
high value of the American doligr 
as a medium of exchange and the 
low value of the Gorman mark is 
enabling German 
houses 
to sell 
goods here cheaper than they did 
before the war. Their prices are 
po far below those of American and 
other Allied countries that, for the 
moment, there is no possibility of 
competltipn. 
The Germans are experiencing lit­ 
tle difficulty in getting their goods 
to South America. German machines 
of a certain class are selling at 
IOO per cent above what they did 
before the war, yet they are 200 
pesos cheaper to the Argentine buyer 
because the mark is cheap.
